1 Scope 

This Ethiopian Standard specifies the requirements for crude, semirefined and refined sunflower seed oil.

3 Definitions 

For the purpose of this standard, the following definitions shall apply. 

3.1 

crude sunflower seed oil 

any product obtained from the seeds of sunflower (helianthus annuus L.) by expression and/or solvent extraction 

which must be subjected to further processing in order to make it suitable for human consumption 

NOTE: filtration is considered as part of expression and/or extraction. 

3.2 

edible refined sunflower seed oil 

any product obtained from the seeds of sunflower (Helianthus annuue L.) by expression and/or solvent extraction 
and which has been degummed neutralized with alkali, bleached with bleaching earth and/or activated carbon and 
deodorized by steam distillation or any other acceptable commercial processes. 

4 Requirements 

4.1 Manufacture 

The oil shall be obtained from good quality, clean, and sound sunflower seed by process of expression and/or 
extraction. 

4.2 Objectionable matter 

The oil shall be free from suspended and deposited impurities, admixture with other oil and fats, foreign materials 
(contaminants), separated water rancid odour and taste. 

4.3 Additives 

Limits for additives specified in ES 42 shall not be exceeded. 

4.4 Physical and chemical requirements 

The physical and chemical characteristics of crude, semirefined and refined sunflower seed oil shall conform to the 
requirements specified in the Table below.

5 Sampling 

5.1 Samples shall be taken in accordance with ES ISO 5555. 

5.2 The contract sample shall be prepared in accordance with ES ISO 661 . 

6 Packing 

Edible sunflower seed oil shall be packed in accordance with ES 51 . 

7 Labelling 

Each container of edible sunflower seed oil shall be labelled with the following information: 

a) name of the product; 

b) name and address of the manufacturer; 

c) net content; 

d) date of manufacture; and 

e) expiring date. 



8 Marking 

Each container of edible sunflower seed oil shall be marked with the Quality Mark upon approval by the 
Ethiopian Standards Agency. 
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9 Designation 

In making orders and in teclnnical and commercial documents Edible Sunflower Seed Oil (ESSO) and Crude 
Sunflower Seed Oil (CSFO) shall be designated as follows:
